ELECTRIC TUBE 
PLANS CHANGED 


| Dropped for Present 
Downtown Loop Proposal is 
Presented by Engineers 


Park Held to be Too Small 
for Terminal 


The planning of the city’s sub- 
way system underwent a sudden 
change yesterday. It is now prob- 
able that there will be no central! 
station under Pershing Square, or 
anywhere else, but a loop with 
frequent entrances in a wide dis- 
trict downtown. — 

This announcement was made 
after a conference between eng- 
neers of the city and of the two 
traction companies. Those pres- 
ent were City Engineer Griffin, 
who left his sickbed to be pres- 
ent; Chief Engineer Lorents, of 
the Board of Publ Utilities: P. 
R. Warris, 
Rallway; E. C. Johnson, 
Pacific Electric Railway, 
Richard Sachse, formerly 
engineer of the Rallroad Commis- 
sion, who representing the 
railroad companies jointly. 


PARK HELD TOO SMALL 


“It was the concensus of opin- 
on that the central station idea 
should be abandoned and that the 
loop system substituted,” Mr. 
Lorentz announced after the meet- 
ing. “The feeling is that Pershing 
Square would not be large enough 
for a central station, taking the 
city’s ultimate development into 
consideration.” 

If the loop plan is adopted it Is 
possible that the city will finance 
the subway system. This win be 
Gone similarly to the New York 
plan. The city would build sub- 
ways and lease them to the ral 
round companies, eventually re 
covering the investment. 

This is said to be a way out of 
the difficulty. A station under 
Pershing Square or elsewhere in 
that part of the city would be 
sufficient for the Pacific Electric 
interurban lines at present, it is 
believed, but might not be enough 
for both railroads In years to 
come. it the city would finance 
the larger project there would be 
leas chance of congestion and fast 
er and more convenient service to 
the public. 

The loop system as tentatively 
fixed would be a subway circle, or 
more properly a square bounded 
by Olive, Main, First and ,Tenth 
streets. There would be stations 
with street entrances every two | 
blocks; one of these probably 
would be at the west side of 
Pershing Square. The Long Beach, 
Pasadena, Hollywood and weet 
beach trains of the Pacific Electric 
would enter from more or leas the 
same directions those lines now 
follow on the surface, but as sub- 
way or elevated as convenience 
demanded. 


PLANS TO BE DRAFTED 
They would traverse the loop and 
pass out through the same tun- 
nels they entered. This would 
enable passengers to catch any of 
— trains at any point on the 
oop. 

The discussion included the con- 


els such as are used in the sub. 
way systems of eastern cities for 
local and express service. Here 
it would apply to local cars for 
the upper level and interurban 
trains for the lower. 

Messrs. Griffin and Lorentz wil! 
draft plans govering the loop 
scheme and these will be consid- 
ered by railroad engineers at a 
meeting next week.
